2. The inventions listed as Groups I and II do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: the common 
technical limitation of the claims of the two groups is the presence of micron size 
through holes in thin membranes. This technical feature cannot be considered as a 
special technical feature because WO 00/29167 teaches the formation of micron size 
through holes in filter membranes (see the abstract).
